[2] Amendment at 13 regarding rejected Claims 1, 4, 6-17, and 19-26 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
first paragraph; rejected Claims 27-30 and 32-38 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph; and 
rejected Claims 1, 4, 6-17, 19-26, and 39-40 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 have been respectfully and 
fully considered, and are found persuasive.

[3] In response to Amendment at 13, the previous 35U.S.C. § 101, 112 rejections are 
withdrawn.

Response to Arguments 
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Regarding Claim 14, while the prior art of record teaches Claims 1 and 14, Oct. 31, 2007 
(see Office Action at p. 5-7, 13-14), the prior art of record does not teach (i) statistically fitting 
parameters of a selected parametric transform function to a joint pixel value histogram, wherein 
each of the first and second medical images is one of a digitized analog image and a digitally 
acquired image, and wherein the plurality of predetermined parametric transform functions 
includes: functions (l)-(4). 

Claims 1, 27, 38, and 40 allowable by analogy. Claims 4, 6-13, 15-17, 19-26, 28-30, and 
32-38 allowable by dependency.
